It seems our basketball teams were playing 
in a tournament at my alma mater and while perusing the class composites in the hallways - 
and likely snickering at our 80s fashion - they came across a surprisingly familiar (and much 
younger!) face. I mention this now because in looking at that snapshot of my younger self I was 
flooded with memories of my school and what it meant to me. 


As you opened up your own SBS 2017-2018 yearbook I would expect that you too will be 
awash in memory and certainly, there will be some big moments that will come to mind. 
Maybe you’ ll remember one of the dances, or a special event like the Rob Nash performance. 
Maybe sports is your thing and you’ll remember a particularly important game that you 
participated in or watched. I would guess, however, that for every one of those big events there 
are another ten little moments - maybe a quiet chat with a friend, a funny moment with a 
favorite teacher or real “aha” moment where you actually learned something important either 
in class or outside of class - that are really going to capture the essence of your junior high 
experience. 


Regardless of the shape and scope of those memories, what you are certainly going to 
remember are stories, some big and some small, but each an important part of what the legacy 
of this school will be for you, and what, perhaps, your legacy will be within the school.

One thing that became immediately apparent to me 
within a few days of learning I was coming to SBS, and which was only confirmed for me 
during my first year here, is that this is a school that lives in the hearts and minds of those who 
have walked our halls. I want to personally thank you for everything you have done to 
contribute to this school and I hope this yearbook provides you with the opportunity to relive 
many powerful memories even as your distance from the school grows and you move on to 
new life experiences.
